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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on 7/7/2008 is 
acknowledged. However, upon reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement sent 6/3/2008, 
the Examiner has noted that because the present application contains many claims (60 claims) 
therefore the Examiner has made mistake and the grouping of the claims in this Restriction 
Requirement was in error. Accordingly, the restriction requirement of June 3, 2008 is hereby 
vacated and is replaced by a new Restriction Requirement. The Examiner regrets and apologizes 
for any inconveniences to the Applicant caused by this delay in the prosecution of the 
application. 



Election/Restrictions

V. Claims 96-99, 105-1 1 1, drawn to a projection exposure system, a method for 
adjusting a projection exposure system for correcting irregularities arising from a 
non-uniform distribution of optical intensity at reticle or at substrate , classified in 
class 355, subclass 69. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
3. Inventions I-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombinations have separate utilities such as reflectivity control, transmissivity 
control, polarization control, intensity control, illumination control. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. Where 
applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found allowable, any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable 
subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 04. See MPEP
